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IMG developers win in court; 
economy may block project 


A win in court may be a hollow 
victory for backers of a 204-unit 
apartment project proposed for a 
site off Ballardvale Street in North 
Wilmington. 

Middlesex Superior Court on 
Oct. 31 ruled in favor of IMG, 
(Investors Management Group) 
which was proposing to build the 
Wilmington Arboretum Apartment 
complex on a 22-acre site behind 
the North Intermediate School, 
fiven with the ruling in their 
favor, though, the proponents may 
not see their project come to 
fruition. The project may have 
fallen victim to the economy. 

The court case centered around 
the use of Chapter 774, the so- 
called “anti-snob-zoning" statute 
which allows a developer 
proposing low-to-moderate income 
housing to proceed with a "com- 
prehensive permit," wrapping all 
local approvals under one decision.

The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals had issued a denial of the 
permit in 1987, and had attached 
conditions. Key among those was 
that the project would have to tie in 
to the so-called "east" sewer 
division. The sewer connection 
became a key issue in the court 
battle. IMG wanted to tie into the 
"west" sewer, despite the town's 
master sewer plan. The sewer line 
which IMG wanted to use serves 
the Ballardvale Street industrial 
area, The sewer line follows the 
railroad tracks, on the side 
opposite the IMG site. 

The Water and Sewer Com- 
missioners maintained that the line 
was designed to handle the capacity 
of the industrial area, but that the 
apartment complex would exceed 
that capacity. The master plan 
called for connection to the “east” 
sewer, a move which would 
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require the developer to pay for 
miles of sewer construction. 

The developer took the position 
that this would be “uneconomic.” 

The case then went to the state 
Housing Appeals Committee 
(HAC), which one year ago 
overruled the Board of Appeals. 
}The town appealed that ruling to 
superior court, which has now 
tuled against the town. The town is 
appealing that ruling. 

Town Counsel Alan Altman told 
the Town Crier he was unhappy 
with the Superior Court decision. 

"Obviously we put a lot of time 
and effort into the town's position. 
It's unfair when an out-of-town 
authority makes a decision on how 
to sewer the town," said Altman. 
He added, however, that he would 
continue to be optimistic and hope 
that the town would ultimatlely win 
its case.

One sergeant staked out the new 
stop sign and was stopping 
motorists and giving them 
warnings. He was subsequently 
instructed not to continue stopping 
cars there. . 

Town officials, left in the dark as 
to the installation of the sign, met 
on Tuesday afternoon and decided 
to write to the DPW and ask that 
the stop sign be replaced with a 
yield sign.

vegetated wetlands. Mangano said 
he would put up barriers like hay 
bales around the well to prevent any 
impact to the wetlands. Though he 
said health officials have approved 
his septic design, Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Chabot said 
she had no record of that. 

Chabot expressed several 
concerns. She asked that Mangano 
slope the grade on one lot away 
from the septic system. She noted 
driveway paving would be too close 
to the wetlands and asked for a 
review of the plans by the town 
engineer. The Commission closed 
the hearing after asking for 
specifics on the well and drainage. 

In other business, the board 
unanimously approved a plan by 
developer Dan Fonzi to construct a 


home on Ashwood Avenue within 
100 feet of the buffer zone. 

Chabot said she was concerned 
with a pile of debris and bricks on 
the property and the fact that all 
vegetation was removed from the 
lot without the board's knowledge. 
Fonzi argued that not all vegetation 
was removed and he was working 
under an order of conditions. 
Chabot pointed out the order had 
expired, Chairman Dennis Poltrino 
asked the developer to bring in a 
certified plot plan showing-his plan 
to move the home 20 feet up the lot 
line and away from the wetlands. 

"What we have now is something 
in flux," he said. 

Fonzi agreed to commissioners’ 
conditions.

The lottery, nearing its 20th anniversary, has proven to be a 

1oney-maker for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Gambling had always been illegal, presumably on moral grounds. 

| was recognized that people get into trouble gambling, staking the 
mily paycheck on a desperate hope 

Unscrupulous characters, generally said to be associated with 

rganized crime, would make the step from gambling into loan 
sharking. For the poor gambler in trouble, this was especially bad 
news. Gambling debts were hazardous to the health. 

The lottery changed all that. For beginners, it was competition to 
ihe numbers game that had been the mainstay of the bookies. Today, 
the bookies are mostly taking bets on horse or dog racing. 

And while the lottery doesn't collect interest, it still does what the 
bookies did. It takes money from people who cannot afford it, who 
place bets in the desperate hope of winning, It is not uncommon to 
see people buying large numbers of lottery tickets, sometimes 
dropping $50 or $100 at a time. 

In other words, the moral issue has not been addressed. All that the 
lottery has done on the moral issue is to put some of the bookies out 

In other words, what used to be immoral is now okay, 
secause the state is collecting the money. 

Something is wrong here. Wrong is wrong, no matter who is 
running the show 

Now the Lottery Commission is concerned because sales haven't 

nereasing. The new gimmick to remedy that problem is a 
\ fione system with a 900 number. Nobody has yet to answer the 
juestion of the legality of gambling debts. If someone runs up a 
shone bill with calls to the lottery's 900 number, can the telephone 

‘ompany collect? 

Having created the Lottery Monster, the state is now hungry and 
wanting more money. Not content to reduce the cities’ and towns! 
share of the lottery take, they are continually looking for ways to 
entice more people to give up their money for a chance at incredibly 
high odds. 

Perhaps the question of collecting the illegal gambling debts on 
phone bills will bring about a re-examination of the moral issues 
behind the running of a state lottery.

Recently an article in "The 
Boston Herald" entitled "Mass. 
Congress- men Bring Home the 
Bacon" reported that the federal 
government has approved or has 
slated for approval the following 
disbursements: 

$5.4 million for a visitors center 
and exhibits commemorating the 
300th anniversary of the Salem 
witchcraft trials. 
$350,000 to the New England 
Aquarium for tuna research. 
$8 million to relocate the Fish 
and Wildlife Service office from 
Newton to the Amherst area. 
$3.1 million to rebuild a 
Revolutionary War monument at 
Dorchester Heights. 
$3.7 million in start up costs for 
a National Archives storage center 
in Pittsfield. 

$14 million to spruce up the 
Harold D. Donohue federal buil- 
ding and courthouse in Worcester. 

$200,000 for an 18 month study 
of "potential national historic 
landmarks" in Lynn, 

$102,000 for repairs at the JFK 
birthplace in Brookline. 

$750,000 for a study of bottom 
sediments in Boston Harbor. 

By my calculations, that's over 
$35 million being sent to Massa- 
chusetts alone. With the possible 
exception of the Boston Harbor 
sediment study, the rest of it, in my 
honest opinion is a waste. We're 
going to spend $102,000 for 
repairs to the JFK birthplace? 

Also, my personal opinion, who 
cares if Lynn has any historical 
sites that haven't already been 
found. In my opinion, the 35 
million dollars could be much 
better spent. How about putting 
that money into education or AIDS 
research, or housing the homeless? 

As I stated before, this 35 million 
dollars is coming just for Massa- 
chusetts. If every state got 35 


million dollars in worthless 
projects, that would amount of 
1.75 billion dollars. With all the 
people out of work because of the 
recession, I can think of a lot better 
ways to spend that kind of money.

One of the primary lessons in the catechism of politics 
is to divert the people's attention whenever your group 
is confronted with a substantive argument it can't win. 

Cases in point are all too familiar. 

Speak-out against quotas and they'll say you hate 
Blacks and are a racist; criticize welfare abuses and 
suddenly they proclaim your disdain for the poor; call 
for basic reforms in education that will hold teachers 
accountable, ensuring professionalism through 
competency testing, and you are labeled, all too quickly, 
anti-education — because your proposal doesn't center 
around doling out more cash. 

The worst sin of all in the eyes of the politically 
correct is apparently to condemn a massive hike in 
teachers’ salaries, coinciding with a Depression 
economy. 

Local unemployment in Greater Lowell, some 12% at 
least, is the stark contrast to Wilmington's $2.7 million 
in teacher pay-raises, perhaps to be subsidized ironically 
through teacher layoffs. 

The vitriolic response from the special interest group 
over the last few weeks has been curious because not a 
single unionist has attempted to answer the fundamental 
question submitted — what does this raise do to improve 
childrens' education? And, how do kids benefit from 
the pay-hike when the price may well be massive teacher 
unemployment? 

This week, in an in-depth interview with the Town 
Crier, the public school's chief fiscal officer confirmed 
the possibility that the re-negotiated teachers’ contract 
may trigger a staggering 43 layoffs. "We can pay all 
the salary bills, but the question is what we'll have to cut 
to do it," said Business Manager Peter DeRoeve. "It's 
coming to the point that if you freeze the budget and 
you've got negotiated pay-raises ($1 million for both a 
five-percent raise and "step increases" in the next fiscal 
year) it won't work unless one of two things change — 
some sort of override, or reduction of costs like 
programming or staff." 

Describing his non-salary accounts as “already 
notoriously small", the business manager pointed to 
possible layoffs. "The ballpark figure we've used is 33 
teachers" to fund the raises. Add to this, said DeRoeve, 
another 10 teachers’ jobs just to pay the price of laying 
people off. "For every three people you put on the 
sidewalk you need to layoff a fourth because of your 
unemployment costs," said DeRoeve, estimating that for 
every teacher making $30,000 the town's unemployment 
insurance bill is $8,000. 

The 43 teachers swinging on the tail-end of the 
seniority ladder may come to wish, the WTA had 
traveled the policy route of other local unions, deferring 
raises to preserve services and colleagues’ livelihoods.

16 firms show interest 
in training courses

Letters and questionnaires have 
been sent to area businesses asking 
them to follow up their initial 
interest in. a training/retraining 
program to be held at Wilmington 
High School at the end of 
February. 

According to Al Fessenden, of 
the Business/School Partnership 
which is sponsoring the program, 
16 local firms have already shown 
an interest in the proposal. Others 
in the area may also show an 
interest in the proposal as a result 
of the recent mailings. 

The two courses being offered to 
employees are a Lotus 1-2-3 course 
using IBM computers and a writing 
skills/public speaking class, The 
computer course is designed for 
both experienced and inexperi- 
enced trainees and will be limited 
to 14 students. If more wish to 
enroll, a second class could be 
added. Both classes will run for 
eight weeks until the middle of 
April. Kathleen Bell, a mah com- 
puter teacher at the high’ school, 
will lead the computer class while 
English instructor Lillian Thuline 
willteach the writing skills course. 

In his letter Fessenden asks firms 
to put down their time preference 
for the courses and the number of 
employees who might sign up.

Neither 
does the coordinator expect this to

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Wildcats rebound to 
bite Redmen, 32-28 


That Wilmington Wildcat lying wounded in the middle of the road up 
and bit the Tewksbury Redmen Thursday morning at Doucette. 
Stadium. Right where it hurts. 

The Wildcats won their first Turkey Morning tussle with Tewksbury 
since 1984 and snapped a seven game 1991 losing streak with a wild 
32-28 upset victory before a packed Doucette Stadium. The win 
enabled Wilmington to finish at 3-7-0, while the rebuilding Redmen at 
4-6-0 ended their season on a defensive downer as the visitors 
consistently came up with the big play when it counted the most. 

Wilmington struck first when junior quarterback John O'Reilly 
snuck over from one yard away for a 6-0 first quarter advantage. The 
favored Redmen hardly seemed worried at that point, coming back 
with second quarter touchdowns of 40 and 42 yards by talented junior 
running back Ryan McNeal. Senior Larry Rodgers toed two PATS and 
Tewksbury led, 14-6. 

Tt was at that point that the TMHS' breakdowns opened the door for 
the talented, but slumbering Wildcats, Three Wilmington defenders 
busted through the middle of the TMHS' offensive line on a second 
quarter punt, resulting in a blocked kick that was scooped up by junior 
John Burke and returned 27 yards for a touchdown. Again the WHS 
point after touchdown rush failed, but the door to an upset had been 
left open ever so slightly at 14-12 late in the first half. 

The Redmen strategy with time running down in that first half kicked 
that upset door wide open, however. Instead of running McNeal or 
Rodgers, Tewksbury opted to pass the football all over the field. Bad 
move when you consider that no TMHS receiver was holding on to 
quarterback Dana Boudreau's passes with any consistency. Boudreau 
was on target for most of the day, unfortunately he had at least 10 balls 
that were on target and dropped. When all the passing failed to advance 
the ball late in the half, the Wilmington offense took over again and 
drove deep into TMHS' territory before senior fullback Bob Fleming 
bolted in for a nine yard touchdown and an 18-14 WHS' lead. That 
margin would stretch to 20-14 at the half after Fleming rushed for the 
important two point conversion. Tewksbury scored once in the third 
quarter when McNeal notched his third touchdown of the game on a 
one yard run, Rodgers PAT made it 21-20, but there was still an air of 
desperation for all those who never thought the Wildcats could 
possibly be this close, let alone win the game. 

The talented Wilmington veterans led by O'Reilly, Tom Aprile, Tom 
Killilea, Bryant Falzone and Mike King took over in the fourth quarter 
when it appeared that the team that wanted the game more simply took 
it, as so often happens come Thanksgiving. O'Reilly scored on a one 
yard sneak and then burned the Redmen with a 20 yard touchdown pass 
to a streaking Aprile in the left corner of the endzone. Twelve fourth 
quarter points for a Wilmington team that finally got around to 
making the big play after a season-long struggle. McNeal would score 
his fourth touchdown of the game later in the fourth quarter on a two 
yard burst and Rodgers would toe his fourth PAT. But it wasn't 
enough against a team that snapped two losing streaks with one game 
and put some of the fire back into Wilmington football. Who was that 
dope who picked Tewksbury anyway ?

The mountain lion legend 


by Bill Conlon 
Massachusetts is notably short on 
Peet at least those of any real 


“Roar predators, such as minks 

and an occasional fisher, are found 

, inthe Bay State, but those are small 
enough to frighten only mice and 
squirrels, The only real predators 
we have in New England are coyote 
and foxes, neither of which is as big 
as a medium-sized dog. 

But there may be another. 

For many years, experts have said 
that the mountain lion is extinct in 
New England, But is it? 

An interesting piece in the Boston 


Globe, dated December 1, begs the 
question of whether mountain lions 
are truly extinct in New England, 
or are they just extremely scarce? 

In The Ghost Who Walks in the 
Sunday Globe, Peter Anderson 
notes a string of cat sightings, some 
with kittens spotted, all across New 
England. He references a 1983 
sighting in the town of Goshen, 
Mass., and more recent events in 
Vermont which included a possible 
cat struck by a car and a few cattle 
mauled in their barn. 

The story makes mention of the 
occasional spotting of big cat tracks 
and other evidence, asking whether

We 
have bobcats and other predators in 
New England, including a hunting 
season on bobcat in Massachusetts, 
but the mountain lion, the biggest 
of North American cats, is still a 
legend.

skull that they would need before 
the cat is declared to exist. 

If mountain lions are present in 
New England, they would probably 
Not pose even half the problems that 
the Rocky Mountain states are now 
having from the cats. 


Colorado, for example, is having 
big problems with catamounts, My 
brother, who lives in Boulder, tells 
of news tales about mountain lions 
that have appeared frequently in 
recent months. One such story, he 
said, involved a lady who looked 
out her kitchen window and saw an 
enormous cat creeping up on her 
little girl, who was playing in the 
back yard. The lady was not shy 
about chasing off the cat. 

Other Colorado ‘cat tales tell of 
joggers encountering puma in the 
suburbs of Denver, and at least one

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fatality that I'm aware of. Mountain 
lions are big news in the Rockies! 
But not here. The presence of the 
legendary catamount is doubted in 
New England, and some scientists 
feel that any cats found today would 
be immigrants from the West, and 
not the native lions of yesteryear. 


In any event, hunters should be 
reminded that mountain lions in the 
New England states are absolutely 
protected by law. Don't even think 
about shooting one, because the fine 
would be painful and justified. A 
sighting by a good witness, such as 
a deer hunter, and the tracks that 
might be left behind, are more than 
enough evidence for the experts to 
decipher. We need proof that the 
cat exists, but eliminating one isn't 
the way to prove it. 

Officially, we do not have moun- 
tain lions in New England. There 
are none of the big predators left in 
the Commonwealth.

Memories of Pearl Harbor Day 


Larz was on a ship in Wilmington 


Over the radio: 
‘We're at war' 


It was a typical early December 
Sunday afternoon at our house in 
the Boston suburbs, Aunts and my 
mother were in the kitchen having 
another cup of tea while my father 
and the uncles were in the living 
room reading the paper to each 
other and nodding off the effects of 
the big dinner while the radio 
mumbled in the background. My 
sister and I were upstairs playing 
paper dolls and sucking on the 
lollipops Uncle John had stashed in 
his top coat pocket for us. God was 


in the Heavens, and all was right 4 


with the world. 

All of a sudden my father came to 
the bottom of the stairs and shouted 
up to us, "Come on down. We're at 
war!" Without a hesitation, we two, 
who were always slow to leave our 
games, bounded down the steps to 
listen at the cathedral window 
shaped radio along with all the 
adults. I felt very grown up for 10 
years old. Never before had 1 been 
commanded to listen to the news. 


My involvement with world affairs 
was limited to singing disparaging 
songs about Hitler and Mousalini 
while my mother knit bundles for 
Britain - sweaters, socks, and 
mittens for the fighting boys. 

The Japanese, who had been 
depicted as vermin in billboards and 
advertisements, had finally showed 
themselves for what they were - 
savages! They bombed American 
ships outside of America in a place 
called Pearl Harbor. I'd never even 
heard of it, but it seemed to come 
em into our home. Fear and 

‘citement were in the air. 
Actually, I wondered why the 
adults were taking it as calmly as 
they were. Why weren't we all 
hiding under tables or in closets? 
What if the bombs landed on our 
house? Why did the world seem so 
unchanged? 

The delusions of a child. The 
world would never be the same 
again.

by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Larz was in Wilmington on Pearl 
Harbor Day. 

Wilmington, North Carolina. 

The SS Carolinian, of which he 
was Chief Mate docked in that port 
just before 10 a.m. on December 7, 
1941, Longshoremen came aboard 
at 10 a.m. and started to discharge 
(unload) cargo. 

At 12:30 Larz went to lunch. 
Sometime after 1 p.m. he was back 
in his office. He turned on his 
radio. 

A very excited news reporter was 
telling of Pearl Harbor. Larz stuck 
his head out the porthole. The 
longshore boss was standing 
nearby. 

"Hey! The Japanese are bombing 
Pearl Harbor!" 

“What's that?” asked the boss. 

His was probably a typical 
question of the time. Millions df 
people had never heard of Pearl 
Harbor before the attack by the 
Japanese. 

Before the Carolinian sailed for 
the West Coast, Larz returned 
home to Wilmington, Mass. He and 
Elizabeth Norton were married in 
her parents’ living room five days 
after Pearl Harbor, Dec. 12. 

The Carolinian was a large 
freighter. She continued her 
accustomed voyage. Shortly after 
the New Year she arrived in San 
Diego, California. Los Angeles was 
next, then San Francisco. 

Capt. Charles G. Foster com- 
manded the Carolinian. 

He returned to the Carolinian 
after having visited the company 
offices in San Francisco. The U.S. 
Army, he told the Chief Mate, had 
just taken over the Carolinian. 

Shortly thereafter Larz called 
Mrs. Neilson, back in Massa- 
chusetts. "Come on out" was the 
message. "We are going to spend a 
month or so in San Francisco." 

Capt. Foster did not believe this. 
He declared he was not going to 
call Mrs. Foster back in Maine. 

Neilson arrived in San 

six days later. Her train 

trip included a horrendous ride 

across Texas, which she and 

another lady thought was never 
going to end, 

Larz and Elizabeth rented an 
apartment off Geary Street in San 
Francisco, There was an area in 
back which was shared by several 
other apartment buildings. 

Two weeks later Capt. Foster 
called Mrs. Foster. The Carolinian 
was just sitting at a pier, doing 
nothing. 

Then cargo began to arrive, a 
little bit every now and then. 
Almost every day the ship world 
"work" cargo, two or three 
hundred tons at a time. Larz never 
knew what was coming, or when. 
No one knew what was 
happening, or what the next item 
would be. The efficiency and bustle 
of the pre-war days was missing. 
One day 300 tons of ammunition 
arrived. It was loaded into the 
lower hold of Number Three 
hatch, next to the boiler room. 
That was the worst place for 
explosives. Larz went out to the 
dock office to protest. 

The Army, he was told, is 
loading the ship. That ammunition 
stayed in Number Three, lower 
hold. 

Then the Army sent down 100 
Jeeps, those little vehicles of which, 
at that time, no one had any 
knowledge. They were grabbed 
and loaded. 

An Army captain came down to 
the dock, driving a Jeep. He went 
into the office to deliver a message. 
When he came out his Jeep was 
gone. 

Too bad! When the Carolinian 
delivered her cargo, wherever that 
may be, there might be one 
hundred and one Jeeps! 

While waiting for cargo there 


_with minerals 


was never any night work. Larz 
was home every evening. 

One night there was an air raid 
drill. The warden was a female. 
Down in the area behind the 
buildings she was shouting about 
apartments that were lit. 

It.did no good. The apartment 
occupants voiced their opinions. 
There were all sorts of sounds and 
ribald comments. It was almost like 
being in South Boston a year or 
two ago, when a school bus 
arrived. 

Larz stood before an open 
window, lights out of course, and 
sang, full voice "Throw Out the 
Lifeline." Elizabeth did not think 
that was funny. 

The Carolinian sailed for an 
unknown destination the day the 
apartment lease was finished. 
There were soldiers on board from 
the New Mexico National Guard, 
about 20. They were the Armed 
Guard. There were eight 30 
caliber machine guns, two 37 
millimeter guns forward, and a 
three inch gun aft. 

Luckily the Carolinian met no 
detachments of Japanese soldiers, 
marching between the waves. 

After about 20 days the 
Carolinian arrived at Wellington, 
New Zealand. She did not need to 
stop. A message boat delivered the 
word "Go to Brisbane!" 

Brisbane, a nice place to visit, 
was inside the Great Barrier Reef 
of Australia. At that port was an 
introduction to a new kind of union 
agreement, 

There were two docks, along the 
riverside. Opposite each dock, 
about 200 feet away was a “hotel.” 

Hotel, at least in that part of 
Australia, meant bar room. 

The union agreement was that 
ships would alternate at the two 
docks so the owners could share 
the income from the sale of beer to 
longshoremen. There was 15 
minutes, at 10 a.m. every day so 
the longshoremen could "drink 
their breakfast." But it took 20 
minutes. 

All the cargo was delivered at 
Brisbane, including that 101st Jeep, 
if there was one. No one 
complained about an extra. 

Then the Carolinian was 
"invasion loaded." That was a new 
expression, It meant loading the 
cargo so the most important items 
would be the first out, during an 
invasion. 

The Carolinian was about to 
participate in the invasion of New 
Caledonia, a French owned island 
about 600 miles northeast of 
Brisbane. 

It was a land of many mountains, 
that both the 
Japanese and the Americans could 
use. The U.S. just had to get there 
first! 

Noumea, a big harbor, was five 
miles wide and 25 miles long. 
There was only one cargo pier. 
The Carolinian had a long wait 
while two other ships were 
unloaded. 

The American soldiers on shore 
were all National Guardsmen. 
Included were two companies from 
Woburn, Massachusetts. The pier 
was in charge of a National Guard 
captain from Ohio. He was not 
having an easy time. He knew 
nothing about handling cargo. 

There were changes when the 
Carolinian finally docked. Larz, it 
turned out, could get some things 
done because he knew cargo 
handling and he could speak 
French. 

The US National Guard officers 
were using local residents as 
laborers. They used native 
Caledonians, and they used men 
imported from French Indo China, 
people who are today called 
Vietnamese. 

The white people of New 
Caledonia were being careful. 


Bom in France, their records were 
on file in Paris. Paris was 
controlled by the Nazis. 

A Frenchman in New Caledonia 
had to be very careful. The French 
just stayed away as much as 
possible from the Americans. 

The American ‘officers did not 
realize this, and neither did Larz. 
But Larz only had his problems on 
the Carolinian. 

When longshoremen came’ on 
board Larz could always find 
among the Indo Chinese, or the 
Caledonians, someone who could 
speak French. 

Larz would take that man in tow. 
They went together from cargo 
hatch to cargo hatch. What Larz 
had to say in French was 
translated into the native language 
by his assistant. 

Things got along pretty well, and 
the cargo was taken off the ship 
smoothly, 

Then came April 18, 1942. There 
were three events. 

Larz had a personal radio, in his 
office. At that time there were 
hardly any personal radios on US 
Merchant ships. Radio sets in those 
days were regenerative, meaning 
that they would rebroadcast a part 
of the signals they received. Enemy 
submarines could detect that 
regeneration from the squeals. 


But Larz had a non-regenerative 
radio, He could listen, short wave, 
to stations in the United states. 

He heard a broadcast on April 18 
about Lieutenant Colonel Jimmy 
Doolittle. That gentleman had just 
flown planes off the airplane 
carrier USS Hornet and had 
bombed Tokyo and other Japanese 
places. 

The Japanese were fighting in the 
Philippines, in Malaysia, and in 
other places, but Jimmy had 
administered a miniature Pearl 
Harbor, in reverse.

Massachusetts Probate laws, the 
child is“denied the right to two 
parents.” 

The group, which was formed 
about 12 years ago, describes 
themselves as a “support group 
dedicated to helping people posi- 
tively restructure their families 
after separation. 

“We place special emphasis on 
educating the public as to the 
inequities in the local family laws, 
particularly those pertaining to 
child custody and financial 
orders.” 

No where in the literature, or in 
talks with local member Paul 
Welch of Wilmington, is any men- 
tion made of a concerted effort by 
slighted fathers to take custody of 
the affected children away from 
the mother, 

Board Member Greg Parker of 
Saugus said “A lot of kids are 
being tossed about.” He noted that 
the group is aiming for joint cus- 
tody to help their children. 

According to Parker, “If men 
were just raising them it would 
probably be the same.” 

What is stressed is a concerted

He explained that his marriage 
lasted 2 1/2 years and after the 
divorce “I felt like 1 had been 
through a meat grinder.” 

Welch explained that when he 
met some of the other members of 
the Boston Area Chapter “After 
listening to some of the others, I 
didn’t do too badly.” 

Not doing too badly refers to 
the visitation rights he received 
from the Judge in Middlesex 
Probate Court in East Cambridge. 

However, while Welch was 
going through the divorce, he 
noted that he “couldn't believe it 
was that bad.”

"AIDS and the Health Care 
Workers" program offered 


"I felt a lot of shame because 
of my past behavior," said Steve, 
a former drug addict living with 
AIDS. “I expected health care 
workers to understand what I 
might be going through." 


What Steve experienced 
instead was rejection by health 
care professi¢ at a time when 
he really needed help and under- 
standing. During the most devas- 
tating time of his life, he was 
frightened and alone, 


Steve and two other people 
struggling to survive the HIV dis- 
case shared their stories recently 
during "AIDS and the Health Care 
Workers,” an educational’ program 
sponsored by New England 
Memorial Hospital (NEMH), 
Stoncham, departments of nursing 
education and psychiatric ser- 
vices. The seminar ironically was 
held on the day that basketball 
superstar Magic Johnson 
announced that be, too, was 
infected with the HIV virus. 


The U.S. Center for Disease 
Control and the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
recommend that health care work- 
ers treat all blood and blood prod- 
ucts as potentially infectious for 
HIV. Blood and body-fluid pre- 
cautions should be consistently 


used in the care of all patients, 
regardless of known infection sta- 
tus. y 

"In the practice of universal 


precautions, you must assume that 
all of your clients are potentially 
infected with HIV," Patricia 


Daoust, R.N. says. "Until that is ~ 


the philosophy of your practice, 
you are always at risk for HIV. 
Knowing your client's status does 
not decrease your risk for HIV 
infection.” 


Under the Massachusetts confi- 
dentiality statute, it is illegal to 
test a person for the HIV antibody 
or disclose the results of an HIV 
antibody test or identify the sub- 
ject of an HIV antibody test with- 
out his or her written informed 
consent.

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Get your flu shot now 
to receives best protection 


Nearly 40 million American 
adults should get a flue vaccine 
each fall -- but only about 20% of 
the people who should receive flu 
shots are getting them. Outbreaks 
of the flu -- or influenza -- occur 
just about every winter. And 
now's the time to be vaceinated, 
says Jocl Solomon, M.D., a 
Family Practitioner at Winchester 
Hospital. 

"The flu generally peaks 
between January and February,’ 
he explains. "And because the 
vaccine takes two to four weeks to 
become effective, people should 
be getting their flu shots now." 

It is also important to under 
stand that the strains of the 
influenza virus are never the same 
from year to year, so the vaccine 
is adjusted each year to combat 
the viruses that are expected to be 
prevalent. This means that people 
must get a flu shot cach year, too 
~ last year's immunization will not 


protect people from this year's 
strain of the virus. 

Who should get a flu shot? 
"People over 65, those with 
chronic pulmonary, heart or kid- 
ney disease, and people ‘vith dia- 
betes should get annual flu shots," 
says Dr. Solomon. 

"Annual flu shots are also rec- 
ommended for people at high risk 
of exposure, such as healthcare 
workers, college students and 
school children," he points out. 

Who should not get a flu shot? 
"Anyone who's had an allergic 
reaction to a previous flu shot 
should not be immunized, nor 
should anyone who is allergic to 
eggs,” says Dr. Solomon, 

“We also recommend that preg- 
nant women not be immunized, or 
children under the age of six 
months."

FOR BETTER OR VERSE - A beautiful and spirited teenage girl named Belle 
discovers that you can't judge a book by its cover when she meets an enchanted prince 
desperately trapped in the body of a Beast in Walt Disney Pictures’ magical new 
animated musical, "Beauty and the Beast." By contrast, her narrow-minded suitor Gaston 


(below) can't judge any book or understand why anyone would want to read one, for that 
matter. 


important decisions in the film. 
Belle meets up with the Beast 
after her father Maurice acciden- 
tally stumbles upon the creature's 
unwelcoming castle in a forbid- 
ding forest. Though he is bedrag- 
gled and loud and uncouth, Belle 
sees’ something in the Beast 
(Robby Benson) that even he 
doesn't know is there, As Belle 
recognizes his loneliness, and his 
kindness, she begins to iove him. 


Along the way to Happily Ever 
After, Disney bypasses storyline 
standards that have so typified its 
product for the past 50 years. 
Instead of a bad guy assisted by 
two stupid cohorts, there is only 
Gaston, who is not as evil as he is 
dumb. He is aided by his even 
dumber, comical friend, Le Fou. 
There are song and dance extrava- 
ganzas that are more imaginative 
energetic and memorable than 
anything Disney has created since 
the dwarfs uttered their first hi-ho, 
Best of all is a jaw-dropping 
ballroom scene that is light-years 
ahead of any animation you have 
ever seen. 

The best thing I can say about 
this flick is that the second time I 
saw it, adults stood and cheered as 
the credits rolled. If you skip 
everything else this winter, see 
this movie. It is the closest thing 
to perfection that may ever flicker 
before your eyes. 

Cape Fear is a violent, yet 
compelling film that is well acted, 
scripted and directed, but leaves 
you with the same fecling as hav- 
ing witnessed a car wreck. The 
plot may be sadistic, but it is 
nonetheless fascinating. Robert 
DeNiro yet again plays an intense, 
uncompromising psychotic, 
matched only by Nick Nolte's 
fearful, panicky performance.

Symposium offered on 
saving the timber rattlesnake 


it may be time to federally list 
as endangered the northeast tim- 
ber rattlesnake. 

To draw attention to the plight 
of the northeastern rattlers, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society 
is sponsoring a day-long sympo- 
sium on the conservation of the 
timber rattlesnake in the region. 
The symposium is set for 
Saturday, December 7, from 9 
a.m, to 5 p.m. and will be held in 
McConnell Hall at Smith College 
in Northampton, Massachusetts. 

The symposium is open to the 
public and interested people may 
contact the Socicty at (617) 259- 
9500 for more details. The day 
will consist of presentations on 
the status of the snake by experts 
from ten states and panel discus- 
sions on improving protection 
measures. 


Once widespread throughout 
eastern North America, today's 
timber rattlesnake populations are 
drastically reduced and continue 
to decline, especially here in the 
northeast. These remarkable rep- 
tiles have suffered widespread 
persecution by people fearful of 
their venomous bite, exploitation 
by collectors profiting from an 
illicit trade in exotic pets and 
destruction of habitat. 


Though most states in the 
northeastern United States have 
strong laws protecting their 
remaining, often vestigial, popula- 
tions of rattlesnakes, the species 
continues to decline. The confer- 
ence presents the opportunity to 
see the timber rattlesnake and 
explore appropriate protection 
measures for the species.

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society is seeking reports of rare 
Boreal Owls which may be stag- 
ing an invasion into the Com- 
monwealth. 

"Four of these itinerant gnomes 
from northern Canada have 
already appeared in eastern 
Massachusetts," said Society Field 
Ornithologist Wayne Petersen 
"The latest was found on Friday in 
Dedham and is now being rehabil 
itated in Grafton." They've also 
been found in Quincy, Plymouth 
and South Boston. 

Only 10 inches long, the 
chocolate brown and white spot- 
ted owls lack the “ear tufts" of the 
more familiar eastern screech ow! 
and possess a yellowish bill with a 
distinct black border around a 
whitish face. 

Unlike its arctic relative the 
powy owl, boreal owls do not 
imhabit the open tundra but 
instead live in remote evergreen 
forests and muskegs from Alaska 
to Newfoundland, as well as in 
the boreal forests of Eurasia. 

Boreal Owls are normally noc- 
turnal and relatively sedentary but 
occasionally get into difficulty 
when the small rodents which 
they eat become scarce due to 


g. irregular population changes. In 


early winter when these food 
shortages become acute, boreal 
owls are periodically forced to

abandon their normally secluded 
retreats in search of food. 
Weakened by starvation, the wan- 
dering birds then move south- 
ward, sometimes reaching New 
England and the northern tier of 
the United States. 


The last significant invasion of 
borcal owls in the northeast 
occurred in the winter of 1922-23, 
when 30 were found in 
Massachusetts and more than 75 
in New England. Most of the 
birds in this great invasion had 
either been found dead or were 
shot and brought to local taxider- 
mists. Because they are sapped by 
starvation, the owls which come 
to Massachusetts are likely to be 
tame and approachable. In fact, 
one of the four thus far reported 
was picked up on the ground 
while it was being mobbed by 
crows 

The most recent occurrences of 
the boreal owl in the state include 
an automobile-injured bird in 
Chatham in 1984, a backyard 
roosting bird in Boston's Back 
Bay in 1983 and a brief appear- 
ance of an owl at Salisbury Beach 
State Reservation on New Year's 
Eve 1978. The recent sightings 
this week have ornithologists 
poised in hopes of gaining another 
opportunity to glimpse one of the 
subarctic wanderers. report to 
Massachusetts Audubon by call- 
ing (617) 259-9500. In this way, 
ornithologists hope to monitor 
what offers promise of being the 
largest boreal owl invasion in 
nearly 70 years.

risk of tetanus infection 


Cuts and scratches occur fre- 
quently and are seldom serious, 
but when these wounds are caused 
by a dirty or rusty object, the risk 
of tetanus exists, 

"Tetanus is a potentially deadly 
bacterial infection that enters the 
body through wounds. The germ 
that causes tetanus is most com- 
monly found in soil that is con- 
taminated with the feces of grass- 
eating animals, It thrives in the 
intestine of these animals, particu- 
larly horses," explains Dr. Glenn 
Glesmann, chairman of the 
Department of Emergency 
Medicine. 

Since modem tetanus shots no 
longer contain horse scrum, an 
individual who may have been 
allergic to tetanus in the past 
should consult with his family 
physician to see if, in fact, he or 
she can safely benefit from the 
new, safer tetanus immunization. 


If not treated, tetanus can cause 
painful spasms of all muscles. It is 
commonly referred to as lockjaw 
because it can lead to the involun- 
tary closure of the jaws. The body 
of a person who has tetanus 
becomes stiff and rigid and the 
periods of relaxation between 
spasms can be so short that 
breathing is interfered with, 

"Before treating any wound, 
wash your hands thoroughly to 
minimize the chance of infection," 
advises Dr, Glesmann. "Wash the 
area around the wound with soap 
and water, washing outward from 
the wound to avoid contamina- 
tion. The wound itself should be 
washed with soap next. Tweezers 
that have been sterilized (boiled in 
water for 10 minutes) can be used 
to remove debris. Cover the 
wound with sterile gauze or a 
clean cloth held in place with a 
bandage or adhesive tape." 


Deep, narrow wounds provide 
an excellent environment for the 
growth of tetanus bacteria, since 
they cannot multiply in the pres- 
ence of air, To help prevent bacte- 
rial growth, remove dead tissue 
that has poor oxygen supply and 
carefully cleanse the wound. 

"Fortunately, tetanus is pre- 
ventable, even if a wound con- 
tains tetanus organisms. The 
injection of tetanus toxoid is 
effective in stimulating antibodies 
to the dangerous toxin. Tetanus 
boosters, usually combined with 
diphtheria toxoid, should be 
administered every 20 years and 
at the time of injury if more than 
five years have elapsed since the 
last booster," says Dr. Glesmann. 

Signs of infection include red- 
ness, pain, swelling, chills or 
fever and should be watched for 
several days after the injury. "No 
scratch or small wound should be 
dismissed as insignificant; every 
wound, no matter how small, 
deserves proper treatment and 
attention," notes Dr. Glesmann. 
"Proper care, and a tetanus shot, 
can minimize the risk of tetanus 
for all wounds.

Stop and go activities can 
be dangerous to health 


"Couch potatoes breed during 
the winter months by getting big- 
ger, softer and weaker," said Dr. 
Robin Hunter of the "American 
Chiropractic Association (ACA), 
as she criticized summer athletes 
who "hang it up" after their active 
summer season, This, she said, is 
extremely dangerous to their 
health. 

According to Dr. Hunter, who 
is an officer of the ACA Council 
on Sports Injuries and Physical 
Fitness, there appears to be an 
average gain of five to ten percent 
in weight among inactive sports 
enthusiasts during the winter 
months, This can be attributed to 
the difference in metabolism from 
switching from a high level of 
activity during the summer to lit- 
Ue or no activity during the win- 
ter. 

"Too many people are single 
sport participants. As soon as the 
weather is not convenient for their 
favorite activity, they trade in 
their sport for the couch and tele- 

sion set, becoming viewers 

ad of doers. While one might 
get a vicarious thrill out of watch- 
ing the ‘Wide, Wide World of 
Sports,’ the acitivity on the screen 
does nothing for the viewer, other 
than perhaps build an appetite for 
fattening potato chips and beer," 
Dr. Hunter said. 

The doctor of chiropractic said 
that the public's attention must be 
drawn to the hazards of "stop and 
go" physical involvement. She 
pointed out that heavy condition- 
ing with moderate body weight is 
often followed by months of litle 
or no conditioning. This may 
result in a gain of considerable 
weight, which is then followed 


ical stress when the

sports activities. This scenario is a 
shock to both the functional and 
structural system of the body and 
sets up a situation receptive to ill- 
ness and injury. 


"Stop and go conditioning is as 
detrimental to health as stop and 
go eating -- perhaps more so. 
Every time you start over, you 
place a heavy strain on not only 
your ncuromusculoskeletal sys- 
tem, but also your heart, the vas- 
cular system and every organ in 
your body. If you believe in the 
benefits of being physically fit, 
you should try to maintain fitness 
and consistent weight year-round, 
The excuse, 'l always gain weight 
in the winter’ and 'T'll exercis- 
ing when Spring comes’ is hypo- 
critical in terms of protecting your 
health," Dr. Hunter said. 


The doctor of chiropractic, 
who specializes in sports 
medicine and practices in 
Columbus, Ohio, urges year- 
round conditioning by counter- 
balancing summer sports 
winter activities. She gave as 
examples indoor running or the 
use of a treadmill for the jogger, 
and indoor volleyball or basket- 
ball for the summer baseball par- 
ticipant. Swimming and bicycling 
is always available for all-around 
conditioning, 

"Any excuse for not being just 
as active during the winter as the 
summer, bad weather as good 
weather, is just a cop out," Dr. 
Hunter summarized.

Questions & Answers 


Q: I have had a 30% disability 
rating since my discharge in 1975, 
My condition has worsened since 
then, but VA has not increased my 
disability rating. What can I do? 

A: VA will review your evalua- 
tion if you submit medical evi- 
dence. If you have been treated at 
a VA facility, identify the location 
and dates of treatment. Copies of 
reports from private physicians 
and hospitals also should be sub- 
mitted. A rating board will then 
evaluate the evidence to deter- 
mine whether or not an increase in 
the disability rating is warranted. 


Q: I was granted a waiver of a 
VA home loan default. How is my 
entitlement affected? 

A: The portion of the entitle- 
ment that was used to obtain the 
loan cannot be restored until the 
loss suffered by the government 
has been paid in full.
